TALKING RAILROAD. 


Probability that Another Fran- 


chise will be Asked for from 


the Common Council. 


There is another scheme on foot for 


building a street railway in thin lo- 
calicy. beside the one that has been 
before tbe council in this city. 
The 


proposed franchise that was asked for 
this spring did not seem to impress 
the city fathers as favorably as it 
might, although thoy wore willing to 
grant a franchise with some changes. 


The new plan is one In which some 


of our local capitalists are Interesting 
themselves and while the details of 
the matter havo not been made pnblic 
as yet, it is understood that the pro- 
posed road will run from Birou to Ne- 
koosa, passing .thru this city. 


Instead of operating by electricity 


the plan is to run the cars by means 
of gasoline engines, which It is con- 
sidered will be cheaper to install and 
not nearly so costly to operate. 


Tills plan flf operating light rail- 


ways has been tried elsewhere and 
has been found to be quite flocces'iful 
aud economical with a very low oont 
for installation and it is thought by 
those -who have bean figuring on tbe 
plan that it would be the ideal system 
for this place. 


There is no question but what thare 


world be considerable travel between 
Biron and Nekoosa and the interme- 
diate points, which woold rapidly in- 
crease Bfl people became accustomed to 
the now method of transportation.

would put Biron, Grand Rapids, Soulh

long, i was not astonished to learn 
that her husband had deserted 
her; 


that has been the way of some hus- 
bands in every such disaster. Tho as- 
tonishing fact Is that so many parents 
and husbands are loyal; It IB royally 
common among these uncounted fam- 
ine victims to find the parents wan 
and emaciated and the little children 
comparatively ruddy. True, many pa- 
rents are selling or giving away their 
children, and oven drowning them, but 
this is usually an expression of solici- 
tude for the child's welfare. Even the 
sale of little daughters Into slavery 
must not be judged 
by 
occidental 


standards. 
Several mothers have be- 


sought mu to buy their children, or to 
accept them as a gift. This morning 
f had pressed on me by a forlorn 
mother as healthy a specimen of Chi- 
nese babyhood *ns ono would care to 
possess. Having been driven from the 
rel'iiRce camp, with her farnlly and pos- 
sessions on a wheelbarrow, she was on 
her way back to the country to starve, 
sho said, and I fear she spoke truly.

bundle leaned against Hie family's few 
possessions.

face hurled In his knees, sat a big boy. 
Over it bent the mother, her waitings 
assailing the ears ot everybody within 
iq furlong. 
But she wept nlofie; un- 


heeded, 
in a few hours the soldiers 


would cart away the body and she and 
her son would he driven back Into the 
country to face slow death Cor them- 
selves. 


A few hundred yards farther on I 


came to a newly-made grave, evidently 
of a son and husband.

On one side of .it 
crouched a wrinkled, bent and tattered 
old mother, with scarcely sufficient 
vitality to make her mourning heard. 
After u time she arose nnd with her 
bare hands heaped clods of earth upon 
tho conical grave mound. Tho widow, 
who could afford no mourning garb ex- 
cept a small sctmirc of white cloth the 
size of a handkerchief upon her head, 
wept and wailed as only an oriental 


i woman can do. Her body shook with

Near the same spot a middle-aged 


man. with some 
mourning rags of 


white upon him, fell on his knees as 
we approached, nnd clutched at our 
clothing. 
Plainly.- ho had gone to 


pieces. He wiis a nervous wreck, as 
well as a starving man. He had just 
been out burying his old mother, and 
grief, combined with hunger, had been 
too IUUL-U for him. So. in an almost 
delirious frenzy, he besought the hon- 
orable foreigners with noble hearts to 
help him. 
Our only possible course 


was to shake him off and pass on.

river. It really seems as It the higher 
ofllcials are in earnest, and extraor- 
dinary efforts are being made* to pre- 
vent "squeezing" by the other officials 
through whose hands the money must 
pass. Tills Is one of the manifesta- 
tions of a "now" China which abound 
these days. Of course, the attempt is 
not wholly successful, and myriads ot 
starving people have not received a 
single cash. Most of those who hnve 
encamped, ominously, outside of the 
walls of several cities have boon help- 
ed: for the officials fear them. Now, 
with 
force 
and 
fair 
promises, tho 


larger part of these refugees arc being 
driven back into the country. All ot 
them distrust the official promises ot 
help. The assistance tlmt Is at pres- 
ent extended is not expected to hold 
out for a month, since a cent and a 
half a day giver, to 3,000,000 persons 
Is a sum to tax any treasury. 


Foreign relief is being distributed 


in the form of Hour to bring down thu 
prices. "Famine prices." Is no mere 
phase here; the cost of all foodstuffs 
has risen 200 per cent, or more. The 
missionaries, who have been chosen 
by the general relief committee at 
Shanghai to disburse the world's bouri- 
ly, arc busy dotting the stricken re- 
gions with depots for the sale oC food, 
thus making every dollar given con- 
tinue Its work throughout the entire 
six months of distress; for the worst 
will not be over until July.

Here are the three suggestions for 
tasty grape condiments: 


Grape Butter—Separate the pulp 


and the skin of the 
grapes. 'After 


boiling the pulp, strain it through a 
coarse sieve; Mix this wiih the skins 
aud then measure. Boil half an hour, 
then add to it a pint of sugar to each 
quart of grnpra and cook them until 
thick and jellied. 


Grape Catsup—Take nine pounds of 


straiiied grapes, five pounds of sugar, 
two tablespoonfnls of cinnamon, all- 
spice, cloves and one-fourth spoon cf 
red pepper. 
Boil this together until 


thick and when cool thin wllh vine- 
gar. 


Spiced 
Grapes—Pour 
over 
five 


pounds of sugar as little vinegar as 
will dissolve It, six clov;>s. a stick of 
cinnamon and boll to a thick syrup. 
Pour this ho_t over seven pounds of | 
grapes, picked from the stems. nn«l let 
it stand over night; drain 
oft* the 


syrup, let this boll, and pour over the 
fruit again. Repeat this process three 
times. 


The large late peaches Are particu- 


larly well suited to both pickling and 
brndying. 


Brandied 
Peaches — Take 
four 


pounds of peaches, the same weight of 
sugar, and one pint of brandy. Peel 
the fruit, place the sugar over it and 
let It stand over night. 
Drain care- 


fully, boil and skim. When the syrup 
thickens add the peaches, and cook 
slowly until the peaches are clear. 
Lift the fruit carefully into jars. Hoil 
the syrup unit! quite thick, add the 
brandy and 1111 the jars, scaling very 
tight.
